_ ‘The Devil’s Disciple’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


Bernard Shaw could not have 
had a better champion to ex- 
ternalize his best lines than 
Laurence Olivier who plays the 
British army generel Burgoyne 
in the film version of “The 
Devil's Disciple” (Shochiku Cén- 
tral from May 21). Everything 
thet is best in the English len- 
guage or GBS lines — elo- 
quence, subtlety and devastating 
humor — is there in Olivier’s 
matchless rendition. 


John Burgoyne dramatized in 
“The Devil's Disciple” is a real 
life -- character (1722-92), 
known in history as a British 
commander who was str 
rounded at Saratoga by the 
American army which they 
preferred to call “rebels” at the 
time of their clash with the 
colonists In the New Continent. 


It is somewhat fortunate for 
film. Olivier’s Gen. 
Burgoyne daqminptes the scene 
throughout, this rambling * 
melodrama its only stylistic 
int. It is true that Shaw 
imself admits this play to be 
nothing more than “thread- 
bare eg melodrama” 
and there is nathing wrong if 
the film’s producers, the actor- 
producers Burt Lancaster 
and Kirk Douglas in particular, 
should play it accordingly. But 
style is an invisible and indefin- 
able thing without which the 
Shavian drama— and literature 
—is unthinkable, and which de- 
eg in large measure upon 
he way the dialogue is inter 
preted. 

And Shaw’s style Is unthinka- 
ble without the sense of satire 
implied in his every line. 
Olivier as the guest performer 
in the show is obviously meant 
to fulfill the task and there is 
nothing surprising if he does. 
But the very excellence of 
Olivier’s performance creates 
such Incongruity with the rest 
that the total effect of the show 
becomes at times as rigid as the 

uppet cartoons used in the 

im as a continulty device. 

Not that either party is guilty 
of excessive theatricality. Each 

ays his part to the best of his 


folksy American approach is at 
curious odds with the classic 
style that is Olivier’s. 


The story involves the doings 
of pastor Lancaster tending his 
flock in a small town in New 
Hampshire in 1777.

Burgoyne affords a separate 
study that can be pursued quite 
independentiy from the melodra- 
matic absurdities of the rest of 
the film. It Is not a monolithic 
study but a composition of 
traits and qualities at once 
abominable and admirable, al- 
most as complex as man him- 
self. Shaw’s sunny Irish humor. 
may not go quite the way into 
the depth of human nature as 
Shakespeare's as glimpsed in 
Olivier’s Richard Il, for in- 
stance. But Olivier gets every 
value out of the GBS lines, 
with the same precision and 
subtlety

U2 Incident Likely to ‘Contribute to Controversy About CIA 


Aside from its grave interna- 
tlenal implications, the recent 
case of a U.S. pilot on an espion- 
age mission being caught in 
Soviet territory reveals several 
facts about U.S. intelligence, the 
CIA in particular, which are of 
great interest to the student of 
the subject. 

First of all, the incident 
highlighted, though in a most 
unfortunate circumstance for the 
U.S. and perhaps to the rest of

“You still 
need people with the character- 
istics of the cloak-and-dagger 
man, but we don’t want him to 
act in a cloak-and dagger way.” 

Nor is the day of the perfumed 
Mata Hari using her feminine 
wiles on foreign men, possess- 
ing state or military secrets, 
completely gone. But the fact is 
science with its enormous pro- 
gress of the recent decades has 
proved in many an instance 
more efficient and reliable than 


sex. 
Pirst Detection 


The U.S. detected the first 
Soviet ICBM shot 
across the Siberian wilderness 
in the summer of 1957, a few 
months before the Sputnik. But 
it was not by CIA agents planted 
along the path of the missile, 
of course. It was tracked by the 
ntic radar stationed in 
rkey ned@r the Soviet border. 
(Presumably the same radar 
was able to follow the course 
of pilot Francis G. Powers.) 

Likewise, the U2 aircraft, 
operating throughout the world 
from several U.S. bases, which 
are clearly designed for re 
connaissance on i clandestine 
mission, have apparently been 
enormously productive in aerial 

otographing. And it would 

ve continued to yield valuable 
data of U.S. strategic impor. 
tance, had it not been for the 
May 1 incident. 

Intelligence is amoral; it 
defies all ethics. Its activities 
may involve ai the common 
crimes, eg. theft, bribery, 
blackmail, assault, and killing. 
But ali these are justified by the 
concept of national interests. 
The only relationship intel 
ligence work has with morality, 
in fact, is that it must not be- 
come an object of moral judg- 
ment. In other words, whatever 
you do, you must not be detect- 
ed. And yet, this is exactly what 
happened to U.S. intelligence. 

On the face of available data, 
it may be assumed that this 
“accident” was not entirely un- 
avoidable. Tighter counterin- 
telligence measures may have 
prevented disclosure of the par- 
ticular flight to the Soviet 
Union, But perhaps a more im- 
portant factor for the failure 
was the individuals including 
the pilot and his immediate sup- 
eriors. 

Short U.S. History 

The concept of a central in- 
telligence, in contradistinction 
from departmental or minister} 
al intelligence, has unlike the 
case of Britain a short history 
in the U.S. Americans have tra- 
ditionally looked askance at 
anything smacking of “spying,” 
particularly in peace time. It is 
recalled that the late Henry 
Stimson, who abolished the 
“Black Room” of the Depart- 
ment of State when he became 
its Secretary (under President 
Herbert Hoover), remarked: 
“Gentlemen, do not read other 
people’s mail.” 

World War IT and subsequent 
developments, however, may be 
regarded to have largely chang- 
ed this American temperament. 
And the CIA was created under 
the terms of the National Sec 
unity Act of 1947, as the chief 
supplier of information for the 
National Security Council, also 
created by the same act, to aid 
its formulation of the nation’s 
top strategic policy with regard 
to communism. 

Its function, as described by 
the act, is to coordinate the acti- 
vities of the several intellig@nce 
agencies of the government.

With Dulles, brother of the 
late Secretary of State, as its 
third and first civilian head, the 
CIA operates with official anony- 
mity. Its budget for instance 
has only been estimated at any- 
thing from $100 million to $1,- 
000 million a year and person- 
nel to number at anywhere 
from 3,000 to 30,000.

A story of the CIA failing in 
its primary function of “coordi- 
nating” all departmenta) intel- 
ligence is told In the following 
vein. A few years ago, the CIA 
asked ail its branches stationed 
in Europe to get hold of a cer. 
tain kind of metal tubing made 
by the Russians. When this bit 
of news leaked out to an Ameri- 
can aircraft manufacturer, he 
mentioned it to a friend in na- 
val intelligence. Thereupon the 
latter P out the top draw. 
er,of his desk and indicated to 
his visitor that the Navy had 
enough duplicates of .the parti- 
cular plece of metal sought by 
the CIA to be able to spare one 
for the brother agency. ? 


Animose Relations 


Unbrotherly feeli between 
‘the CIA and the FBI is now 
legend in Washington. Likewise, 
Washingtonians recall with a 
chuckle the now famous épisode 
which happened in 1949. In a 
fashionable French-style restau- 
rant in the capital, agents of the 
CIA and the Immigration 
Bureau (of the Department of 
Justice) started a spectacular 


free-for-all to the amazement 
of other patrons of the establish- 
ment, 

What happened was that the 
CIA agents were there to see 
to it that a defecting Russian 

fiot would not be kidnaped by 
Soviet agents. Immigration men, 
on the other hand, were to ar- 
rest the escapee for deportation.

CIA Achievements 

The CIA, however, has made 
some notable achievements in 
its relatively short history. 
With regard to its function of 
gathering information, it is cre 
dited with “scooping” the mam- 
moth text of Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev's closed- 
door denunciation of Stalin in 
the 20th Congress of the Soviet 
Communist Party of early 1956. 
The CIA obtained the text from 
Polish“ and Yugoslav sources 
several weeks after the speech 
had been made but it was long 
before the Kremlin officially de- 
cided to disclose it. 

In the other category of ac 
tivities, namely, conspiracy, i 
has also been established that 
the CIA was instrumental in 
bringing about the successful 
1954 coup d'etat in Guatemala 
which overthrew the then only 
Communist government in 
America and brought into force 
the regime headed by the late 
President Carlos Castillo Armas, 

In the light of the recent 
bungling, a considerable amount 
of critical comment on the CIA 
is expected in U.S. Congression- 
al circles. It would behoove the 
“other Dulles” to tide over an- 
other crisis in his untiring ef- 
fort to make his agency work 
well.

A Woman’s 
Viewpoint

CONNECTICUT—During one 
of the sessions of the seminar 
sponsored by the Committee of 
orrespondence which I. am 
attending- now problems con- 
cerning women's organizations 
were discussed, | 


There are seven leaders from 
various parts of 
Africa includ- 
ing Bechuana- 
land, South 
Africa, Uganda, 


Kenya, Sierra 
Leone, Sudan 
and Ta yka. } 
Except for the 
delegate from 


South Africa 
they are all 
Africans. The . 
unanimous complaint is that in 
mixed groups of whites and 
blacks the whites occupy all of- 
fices and do not give a chance 
to the black women to work as 
Officers. “As long as we belong 
to a mixed group we shall 
never have a chance to develo 
our potential to take the initla- 
tive,” said the African women. 


The African delegates are 
mostly young in their 20s. 
They are intelligent, alert and 
eager. But the time when these 
young women become older 
there will be many women 
leaders in Africa ready to take 
over from the white inhabit- 
ants. The sole white delegate 
from South Africa is in favor 
of nonsegregation and believes 
firmly that the white people 
should realize the fact that they 
must give up racia! discrimina- 
tion and learn to live in coop- 
eration with the biack people. 
She is against the South Afri- 
can Government policy of seg- 
regating the Africans and 
establishing a separate govern- 
ment within the territory. 


The delegates from Burma 
and Thailand are both wives of 
wealthy businessmen. They are 


-well educated and speak Eng- 


lish fluently and are more like 
Westerners than Asians in their 
manner. Their problem is that 
women’s organizations in their 
countries are apt to be headed 
by Wormen whose husbands hold 
prominent positions in society. 


I think Japanese women have 
learned to elect club officers in 
recognition of their ability and 
not because of the position of 
their husbands though a similar 
situation as in Burma and Thai- 
land still exists in organizations 
in rural areas. 


Both the Asian and African 
delegates complained that they 
could not obtain financial sup- 
port from the Government and 
seemed astounded when I said 
that in Japan women are 
against the new government 
policy to give financial aid to 
civic organizations. They think 
that lack of funds prevents the 
growth of civic organizations 
and pointed out the difficulties 
of raising funds. 


In the United States where 
lump sum donations are given 
for good causes by large busi- 
ness firms and foundations the 
situation is very different. The 
US. women are of the opinion 
that appeals for direct contrib- 
utions are educational, because 
through giving the ple learn 
to share and help their “neigh- 


This spirit of sharing Is at 
the basis of American society 
and individual lives while in 
Japan “giving” is still regarded 
as charity. I do not want to 
make the conclusion that the 
spirit of sharin® can be fostered 
only in Christian countries, but 
it will be a long time in Japan 
and other non-Christian coun- 
tries before the people learn 
to help promote good causes for 
the happiness of all humanity.

MILWAUKEE—Having at- 
tained Ris 80th birthday, John 
L. Lewis has announced his re- 
tirement as president of the 
United Mine Workers Union, an 
Office he has held since 1920. 
For many Americans it is hard 
to imagine what it will be like 
without the shrill outery of in- 
dignant editorialists, outraged 
public figures and employers; 
the many newspaper and maga- 
zine caricatures,’ the photo- 
graphs of this burly leonine 
figure glaring scornfully from 
behind those extraordinary 
bushy eyebrows. 


It would be no exaggeration 
to Include him among the 10 
Americans who have played 
major roles in the molding of a 
changing America during the 
past half century. The dis- 
sonance of his powerful voice, 
issuing forth in majestic and 
defiant phrases, has immeasur- 
ably contributed to the present 
well being of Amefica’s wage 
earners. 


Several weeks ago the coal 
mine employers association ten- 
dered a testimonial banquet in 
his honor and presented him 
with a set of Shakespeare's 
works—his favorite author. It Is 
within the memory of adult 
Americans that the coal fields 
served as the bloodiest of all 
industrial battlefields. The 
casuaities over the years mount- 
ed in the thousands. Under the 
leadership of John Lewis the 
United Mine Workers was 
transformed into the most pow- 
erful union in the world. 
Today the coal miner has be- 
come the highest paid industrial 
worker with model medical 
facilities, welfare and retirement 
plans. A financial report of the 
UMW lists net assets of over 
$110 million and an additional 
$100 million in the union's 
welfare and retirement fund. 

Spokesman for Millions 

It is as spokesman and organ- 
izer of the millions of industrial 
workers that Lewis’. claim to 
greatness will be primarily ad- 
judged. For it was Lewis in 
1934 who broke with the uni- 
maginative, petty bureaucrats off 
the American Federation of 
labor and established the CIO 
{Committee of Industrial Organ- 
izations) which succeeded in 
organizing six million workers 
employed in the basic industries 
of coal, steel, auto, rubber, 
giass, electrical manufacturing, 
clothing, etc. It was the treas- 
ury and manpower of the 
United Mine Workers as well as 
and 
shrewd tactical generalship of 
Lewis that made this possible. 


It is not generally known that 
it was Lewis who drafted the 
famous Section TA, populariy 
known as labor’s Magna Charta, 
which, for the first time, legally 
provided for labor’s right to 
organize and bargain collective- 
ly, and maneuvered Franklin D. 
Roosevelt into incorporating it 
in the National Recovery Act of 
1933. Following its enactment 
Lewis sent dozens of organizers 
throughout the coal fields pro- 
claiming “The President wants 
you to join the union.” Later 
the same process was repeated 
in the other basic industries. 
The rest is history. 


Lewis was a _ strong-minded 
autocrat who brooked no oppo- 
sition. Whoever opposed 
him suffered the consequences 
of his implacable retaliation. 
The United Mine Workers has 
been run by one man—John L. 
Lewis. All top officers were 
hand picked and approved by 
Lewis. Nonetheless he is idol- 
ized by the coal miners. 


Lewis Anecdote 


His single-mindedness in 
fighting for his miners has often 
brought upon him the wrath of 
almost the entire nation. He 
did not hesitate, during World 
War Il, to call nationwide coal 
strikes in order to win conceés- 
sions ahd improvements for 
UMW members. Newspapers, 
politicians, fellow labor leaders, 
even Communists violently pil- 
loried him for his “treasonabie” 
acts. An excellent raconteur, he 


recounted the following humor- 
ous incident to a friend: 

“As you know I am in: New 
York negotiating with the (coal) 
operators (it was in 1943); and 
the papers as usual are trying 
to lynch me with their head- 
lines, Well 1 was returning 
about 10 o'clock the other eve- 


ning, and I walked into the 
hotel elevator. The cac was 
empty, and |. stepped to 


the back and faced front, Just 
before the elevator started to 
go up, 2 couple attired in 
formal dress entered the car. 
I could see by the expression 
on the man’s face that he re- 
cognized me. The woman had 
not even glanced at me. . They 
turned around facing forward so 
that their backs were toward 
me. As we started up, the 
woman turned toward. her 
escort saying, ‘Say it just oc- 
curred to me. 
papers that this is the hotel 
where that horrible John L. 
Lewis is stopping.” 


Dynamic Pigure 
“The man, somewhat agitated, 


nudged her, at the same. time 
hissing ‘Shush.’” 


“The woman somewhat star- 
tled turned to him, saying, ‘I 
don’t know why you are trying 
to hush me up. Maybe you 
just didn’t hear what I said. I 
said that this is the hotel where 
that terrible John L. Lewis is 
staying’ ” 

“The man repeated the per- 
formance except this time 
much more agitated.

good woman and she burst out 
with, ‘I certainly cannot under- 
stand it. You seem to be afraid 
of my even mentioni his 
name. Well, all I can tell you 
is that you and everybody else 
including the President of the 
United States might be cfraid of 
this monster, John L. Lewis, 
but if I ever saw him, * would 
tell him a thing or two.’” 


Lewis chuckled and _ conti- 
nued: “I brushed my eyebrows 
upward a ttle ore and 
stepped forwa 
saying, “Yes, madam, what is it 
you wished to tell me?” She 
screamed and fainted. The 
operator s the car at the 
next fleor, and we all helped to 
carry her out. While the opera- 
tor was fetching some water, 
her escort was kneeling along- 
side of her slapping her wrists 
and calling her name. I tapped 
him on the shoulder saying, ‘I 
beg your pardon but may I be 
of some assistance?’ ” 

“The man looked up at me 
and in a complete panic shout- 
ed, ‘Yes, for God's sake go away 
and I'll tell her a 
nightmare.’ ” 


Harold Laski once observed: 
“Looking over the history of 
American trade unionism, it is 
dificult not to admit that, de- 
spite his illimitable vanity, his 
ruthlessness, and what was no 
doubt its main source, his vast 
appetite for power, Mr. Lewis 
has been, thus far, the most 
dynamic figure in its record.”
